?ART OF LOOT FOUND 


Washington, April 5— (IP) — 


Richard H. Crowe was seized in 
Daytona Beach, Fla., last night on 
charges of fleeing with $884,660 
from New York's National City 
Bank. 
Crowe, assistant manager of the 
bank's branch at 195 Broadway, 
was arrested by FBI agents. He 
had been missing since March 27. 
FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover who 


•announced the arrest said Crowe 
was tracked down after 
a. wide 


search in Florida. 
Crowe was taken into custody 


In a bar after the agents and Day- 
tona Beach" police had trailed him 
from the street. 
Hoover said Crowe admitted 
taking a large sum" of money 
from the bank but declined to 
specify any particular amount. 
Agents 
recovered 
554,798.63 


from a suitcase hi Crowe's posses- 
sion. 
Previously, Hoover said, $36,505 
cf the funds had been recovered 
and an additional $39,850 had been 
located. 


All told,. Hoover added, & total 


of $131, 153.63 of the stolen funds 
have been accounted for. 
The bank previously reported 
that Crowe had taken at least 
?8S3,660, including $193,000 in cash 
end $690,000 in bonds. 
About $15,000 in cash was found 


In a vacant beach bungalow owned 
by Crowe's parents at Staten Is- 
land. In addition, Crowe had mail- 
ed approximately 561,000 to banks 
and friends whom he owed money. 
The money was sent from Florida 
a few days after he disappeared. 
Crowe told the FBI, Hoover re- 
lated, that he threw the stolen 
bonds, and securities in the Atlant- 
ic, Ocean and "took these only to 
make the' bank officials angry." 
Hoover's account said: 
"After fleeing from New York 
City on March 27, 1949, Crowe pur- 
chased a new car in Jacksonville, 
yia., on March 28, 1949, which he 
abandoned at St. Augustine, Fla., 
on April 1. 


"On this occasion he stored the 
car at a local garage stating it 
was the property of John Roberts 
(a fictitious person) in Miami who 
would be out of the country for 
six months. This car -was located 
by local police in St. Augustine af- 
ter details of the car had been 
•widely broadcast by the 
FBI 
throughout the nation. 


"The investigation that followed 
disclosed that Crowe purchased a 
club coupe in St. Augustine for 
$2,851 on April 1. He abandoned 
this car at Daytona Beach, claim- 
ing he was afraid FBI agents had 
already obtained inf ormation on it. 
Last Saturday-he rented an apart- 
ment at Daytona Beach under the 
name of Richard Karr, Sparta, N. 
J. 
Since arriving in Daytona 
Beach he has spent his time loung- 
ing' on the beach and in bars. 
"•Last evening while several FBI 
agents were looking for Crowe two 
agents recognized him on the 
streets of Daytona 'Beach and fol- 
lowed him to a bar. The agents 
were then joined by a member of 
the Daytona Beach police depart- 
ment and Crowe was accosted. 
Crowe readily admitted his identi- 
ty and admitted a willingness to 
return to New York to face charg- 
es." 


Hoover said arrangements are 
being made with the U. S. attorney 
in Jacksonville, Fla., for Crowe's 
arraignment as soon as possible.

Senate Plods 
Toward Vote 
On EGA Plan 


Washington, April 5—(JP)—The 
senate today plodded slowly to- 
ward a vote on the $5,580,000,000 
European recovery program. 
A critical minority showed no 
signs of being in any hurry to 
reach a final vote on the aid mea- 
sure. Lengthy debate is expected 
on a sheaf of amendments to the 
Economic Cooperation Administra- 
tion authorization bill. 


The pending amendment is one 


offered by Senator Ellender (D- 
La). 
It would froce ECA Na- 
tions to set aside not less than 25 
per cent of their so-called counter- 
part funds to buy critical mater- 
ials needed by this country. 
These counterpart funds are the 
money the governments put up to 
match ECA dollar aid. . 
. At present, the act provides the 
nations put aside not less than five 
per cent of counterpart funds for 
strategic materials. 


Backers of Uie full ECA aid pro- 
gram are expected to override the 
Ellender amendment Just as they 
did an economy move by Senator 
Taft (R-Ohlo) and Senator Rug- 
sell (D-Ga). 


The Taft-Russell amendment to 
cut 10 per cent oft ECA spending 
was beaten down 54 to 23 last 
week.

THREE MAJOR STEPS

Senator Connally (D-Tex) called 
today for "high priority" in senate

But the timing remained uncer- 
tain on the senate decision to af- 
firm or block this country's entry 
into the 12-nation defense alliance 
signed here yesterday. 
Senator Lucas of Illinois, the 
Democratic leader, would promise 
only that the historic treaty will 
reach the senate floor "in this ses- 
sion", of congress. He said there 
is much pressing domestic legisla- 
tion1 ahead. 
There had been some talk of de- 
Itying action on the pact until 
summer, when the senate could re- 
main in Washington or work on 
the agreement 
while the house 
goes home.

S—(JP)— 
President Truman is expected to 
send the North Atlantic Treaty to 
the senate before the end of this 
week with an appeal for speedy 
approval. 
This is one of three major steps 
which officials forecast today for 
carrying out the pact that the 
president acclaimed last night as 
"a milestone in history." The 
treaty was signed by 12 western 
nations in a solemn, fast-moving 
ceremony yesterday afternoon. 


How soon the senate might act 
is uncertain; the issue is contro- 
versial and other major, legisla- 
tion is crying for attention. 


The other two steps in prospect 
to-implement the treaty axe these: 


1. • Completion of an American 
arms aid program, costing close 
to $2,000,000,000. Mr. Truman Is 
expected to' recommend this to 
congress early next week. 


2. Discussions among the 12 
treaty powers on organization of 
a Council and Defense Committee. 
Their assignment would be to -uni- 
fy the defenses of the non-Com- 
munish western world under the 
new alliance.

opening- of the United Nations As- 
sembly today brings Russia's An- 
drei A. Gromyko face to face with 
the signers of the Atlantic Pact 
at a tense and potentially explo- 
sive moment. 


Many delegates believe Gromyko 
may soon give the clue to what 
Russia intends to do about the de- 
fensive alliance which the Russians 
say is aimed against them. But 
the P.ussians are guarding their 
plans carefully here. 


Whatever the Soviet plans may 
be, Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son, British Foreign Secretary Er- 
nest Bevin, French Foreign Minis- 
ter Robert Schuman and the other 
signatories of the pact expected 
to be on hand. 


They announced in Washington 
they were heading for New York 
individually, either last night or 
this morning-. 


The 58-nation assembly is sched- 
uled to meet at Flushing Meadow 
Park, at 3 p. m., just less than 24 
hours after 12 foreign ministers 
signed the new treaty. 
Although the pact was not on 
the assemblyman's agenda, it was 
the leading topic of conversation 
and few believed the session could 
pass without a bitter east-west 
clash on this subject.

The first I recall coming out of 
my sleep was my wife shouting: 
"Oh my God, look." 


When I looked out the window 
flames were shooting from the up-

I grabbed my clothes and dashed

The diplomats' striped pants are back in their traveling 


bags, their speeches are finished, their signatures are just 
dry on the Atlantic pact, and now we get down to cases. 


All the ceremony yesterday at Washington about sign- 


ing the pact won't mean any more than an exercise in pen- 
manship unless Congress breathes the breath of life into it. 
"It's all in the hands of Congress now," reminds James 
Marlow in a special dispatch from the capital. 


The United States is the key member. And this coun- 


try can't take part in a treaty unless the U. S. senate ap- 
proves by a two-thirds vote of its 96 members present at 
voting time. 


Some weeks from now, after wading knee-deep through 


oratory for and against the pact—the first peacetime mili- 
tary alliance in American history—the senate is expected 
to approve, although this is certainly not positive. 


But then comes something else: That part of the agree- 


ment in which the 12 nations say they will arm themselves 
and help one another arm just in case—in case Russia 
should attack. 


Since we're the biggest and richest country, and the one 


best able to do the helping, President Truman is going to 
ask congress to vote $1,000,000,000 or so to help our new 
allie* equip themselves against attack. 


And congress may vote only a little of the money, or 


acme at all, even though that might "make the other pact- 
signers feel we're letting them down. 


It isn't certain they'd feel that way, of course, if they 


didn't g*t the arms. They might think that having the 
!L S. as an ally was arms enough, believing we'd back 
them if the fight began. 


But if you had sat week after week in. the senate gal- 


lery, you'd understand why it's questionable that congresi 
•will rote a billion dollars to arm Europe, since we're going 
to »p«nd $15 billion on our own armed forces, and $5 billion 
on Marshall plan, help for Europe. 


And the reason for the question ia the double mood that 


maw through the senate right now, a mood you'd sense if 
you looked at it: a mood of isolationism among some 
•maters and of deep economy among others. 


Those two moods will join forces when it is time to talk 


oi arming Europe, and when that comes anything; can 
happen*

European Rearmament Won't 
Eat Up Marshall Plan Funds

N — (NEA) — A definite program for rearming western 


Europe will be sent to Congress by President. Truman soon after 


the North Atlantic Pact is signed in Washington by the foreign min- 
isters. There is no thought of asking the Senate to ratify this treaty 
without letting the Congress know what it is going to cost. But mak- 
ing up the shopping list for rearming Europe has been a trouble- 
lome business. 


There have been several guiding general principles. One is that 


there should be no 'increases- in the 1950 military budgets for any of 
the North Atlantic Pact countries. Another is that there should be 
no. diversion of production from the general European recovery pro- 
gram under the Marshall Plan. 
For instance, the United States might give extra steel or other raw 


materials for use in the existing arsenals and arms plants of the 
European countries. But there will be no taking "of steel from Mar- 
shall Plan recovery allocations for use in arms production. Rearma- 
ment is not to be achieved at the expense of recovery. 
'T'HERE has so far been no thought of greatly enlarging the armies 
•*• of western Europe. But it has been decided that the existing 
European armed forces must be fully equipped with rifles, not broom- 
sticks. The American contribution will be largely small arms and 
ammunition to give Europe basic ground defense. 


American contributions to rearming Europe will be made to the 
greatest extent possible from existing U. S. surpluses left over from 
the last war! Whatever new arms production in the U. S. is required 
to equip European armies will have to be fitted into existing American 
production schedules. In other words, there is going to be no great 
allocation of materials already In -short supply in the United States, 
just to rearm Europe. 
It would be wrong to assume that the North Atlantic Pact is going 


lo set up an alliance which will be ready to 'conduct a full-scale war 
to six months or so. Objectives of the pact are really two. The first 
is to build up confidence in Europe. The second objective is whai 
General Marshall used to call "assuming a military posture," to show 
the world that the United States means business. 
ALL. requests received thus far have been 'way" in excess of wh»t 


any of the European countries are going to get 
The European 


countries may have, been spoiled by Lend-Lease operations during 
the late war. The rule then was to give them anything they asked 
for, if not more. There seems to be more sense in the operation now. 
This time the United States is going to decide what the North 


Atlantic Pact countries need and what they're going to get. It will be 
a bill passed by the American Congress which will appropriate the 
necessary dollars. Anything more the European countries do about 
rearming, they'll have to do themselves. This may be a hard-boiled 
approach, but it is utterly realistic. 
No dollar estimates of what this North Atlantic Pact arms program 


is going to cost are yet worth the paper they are written on. Various 
figures of one billion, two billion and five billion dollars have been 
mentioned. They are mere guesses. 
No matter what the total cctnes to, there will, of course, be objec- 


tions from Congress and elsewhere. There seems to be some sentiment 
against giving many arms- to France and Italy. There is an under- 
lying fear that these countries may eventually go Communist. That 
is a calculated risk that has to be taken. But if they should go 
Commie, they'll be kicked put of the pact. Make np mistake about that.

The Rus- 
sian people must not see what goes 
on outside and the world must not 
see what goes on inside the Soviet 
domain."

than the four-bit

cards peddled at most racetracks. 


The offer of a free elephant is 
a sure sign that at last the radio 
giveaway programs are growing 
up. The industry is maturing. For 
too long they have competed to 
see which could give away the odd- 
est assortment of zany prizes. A 
typical package might include a 
trip to the south pole, four bras- 
sieres, a motor car, 200 used pogo 
sticks, a sow comple-e with litter, 
a refrigerator, a stove, a motor 
car and a leaky Liberty ship. 
The winner of such a 
package 
was no longer a human being. He 
became a human hock shop, fran- 
tically seeking bidders for his im- 
practical loot. 


This chaos is reduced to order 
at one master stroke by the offer 
of an elephant. A live whale as 
first prize' would have been only 
an elfin gesture. 
All a man can 
learn from a whale is how to swim. 
But an elephant—there's some- 


thing really practical. It points 
up anew bow barren have been the 
rewards of higher learning in Am- 
erica up until now. In its 336 
years Harvard University has nev- 
er seen fit to offer its graduates 
an elephant. No, it gives nothing 
but a broad-"A" accent and a pal- 
try sheepskin—wool with which a 
handy Harvard man could easily 
weave himself a suit.

of about $160,000,000. 
It is no 


wonder, perhaps, considering the

But an elephant—white or gray, 
not pink—would be a real econo- 
mic asset in any American home 
today. Elephants make wonderful 
baby sitters, and all they ask is 
hay. As any parent knows, what 
baby sitters ask nowadays certain- 
ly ain't hay. 


Elephants also are more handy 


around the home than a husband. 
They will move heavy

about all day long without com- 
plaining. They can be taught to

Mix Seed With Sand, and Scatter Over Area as Evenly as Possible. 
Give Flower Seed Special 
Care When Sown in Garden 


All annual flower seeds may be 
sown directly in the garden; and 
there are a number which should 
be. because they are difficult to 
transplant. These include alyssum, 
California poppy, godetia, kochia, 
leptosyne, linaria, lupin, matthiola 
(evening scented" stock), nasturti- 
um, dwarf phlox, poppies, portuiaca 
and salpiglossis. 


Failure with flower seed sown In 
a garden bed or border > is often 
due to lack of care. Much the same 
technique should be used as in sow- 
ing in a seed box, particularly as 
to shallow planting, and covering 
the seeds with porous soil. Identi- 
fication of the seeds, ar.d of their 
location, are also important, since 
•with slow germinators it is easy 
to forget exactly where they were 
sown. Care "will be well repaid. 
Seeds are subject to many hazards 
which 'human skill cannot wholly 
avoid, but the careful operator may 
count upon a high average of suc- 
cess. 


Prepare a smooth seed bed, loos- 
ening the soil to a depth of six 
inches. Work into it 4 pounds of 
plant food lor each 100 square feet. 
Then outline with a string the area 
to be covered with each variety. 
Mix the seed with, sand to help scat- 
ter it over the space as evenly as 
possible. Then sift a light covering 
of porous soil over the seed and 
firm it lightly. 


Now, until the seeds sprout the 
•oil must be kept moist; and this 
requires daily sprinkling with a 
fine spray, taking care not to wash 
the seeds ott of the soiL 
You 
should know when to espect the 
seeds to sprout. The table at right 
is based upon experience in seed 
"laboratories. In your garden the 
period may be more or less by a 
few days, but it will serve as a 
guide.

$1,500,000,000 for American help 
in rearming the European mem- 
bers of the alliance. 
The balance' 


of the funds would go to aid other 
non-Communist countries such as 
Greece, Turkey and Iran. 


Officials said that no action to- 


ward forming the 12-nation coun- 
cil can be taken until the treaty 
comes into force, but plans for the 
organization and the defense com- 
mittee under it can be worked out 
ahead of time. 


The actual enforcement of the 
pact depends on its being ratified 
by the seven nations which origin- 
ally drafted it. That, in turn,, de- 
pends mainly upon its approval by 
two-thirds of the U. S. Senate be- 
cause without senate consent the 
president cannot formally declare 
this nation's full adherence to the 
allies. 
In addition to the United States, 
the other nations which must rat- 
ify the pact are Britain, Canada, 
France, The Netherlands, Belgrmp, 
and Luxembourg. The other five 
which signed the pact here yester- 
day were Norway, Denmark, Ice- 
land, Portugal and Italy. 


The signing ceremony was held 
in the government's departmental 
auditorium before an 
audience 


composed largely 
of 
diplomats, 


members of congress and top gov- 
ernment officials. There was some 
unhappiness on Capitol Hill that 
all members of congress were not 
invited until almost the last min- 
ute.
